Ziegfeld Finds Publicity 

Story Turned Feminine | 
Too Hot to Handle. 


President Peeved at Sen- 
ate Failure to Heed Pre- 
vious Statements, White 
House Callers Report. 


DEMANDS PROVISION 
TO RAISE REVENUE 


Expected Now That If 
Measure Is Brought Be- 
fore Senate It Wil!

Washington, July 24.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—President 
Harding after refusing for over a 
week to discuss with senate leaders 
plans for disposing of bonus legis- 
lation, has at last broken his silence 
and declared himself unalterably op- 
posed to the measure in its present 
form. He will veto the McCumber 
bill unless some provision is made for 
raising the revenue necessary to meet 
the expenditures involved. 

This is but a reiteration of past 
declarations made by the president 
end was told, not to republican lead- 
ers of the senate, who have rnsuccess- 
fully tried to discuss the subject with 
him ever since his return from Ma- 
rion, but to private callers at the 
vhite house. Mr. Harding has as 
yet refrained from taking up the leg- 
jsiative program with members of the 
senate. 

Callers at the white house found 
the president greatly peeved over what 
he is said to have described as the 
inability of senators to understand his 
viewpoint. He is reported to have 
asserted with a great deal of force 
that his position on the bonus ques- 
tion had been disclosed several times 
before, from which he was at a’ loss 
to understand why the subject should 


be referred to him again. 


Harding Irritated. 

The president is reported as nav- 
ing said in effect that he wanted it 
understood once and for all that he 
intended to veto the McGumber bill 
or any other measure which failed 


to provide for the expenditures en- 


suing, and that so far as he was 
concerned, that was final. 

From President Harding’s irrita- 
tion, as recited by visitors, some in- 
kling of his reticence over the legisla- 
tive program is manifested. Observ- 
ers now believe that because senate 
republicans, including Senator Lodge, 
iftle majority leader, refused to take 
cognizance of his former statements 
regarding the bonus and asked fer a 
conference on that measure, the presi- 
dent has refused to consider the plans. 
Having clearly outlined his position 
on the question, he believes it is now 
up to the senate to take whatever 
course they wish. He is not inclined 
to further discuss the subject. In 
other words, as seen by observers, if 
js problematical whether Mr. Hare- 
jing will consent to be brought in on 
the legislative tangle. 

Meanwhile the president's latest 
statement has thrown 
eates up in the air. Having never 
given out a formal statement setting 
out his views on the question, but 
merely expressing himself to a few 
intimate friends and officials, some 
kind of a vague satisfaction rested in 
the bonus advocates’ belief that the 
president could eventually be brougat 
around to their way of thinking. 
With today’s news reporting the chief 
executive has not only, irrevocably op- 
posed to the bonus as it stands, but 
considerably irritated because he has 
not been understood, a changed aspect 
has come over him. 

Advocates Excited. 

In the face of this, bonus advocates, 
fearful lest the bonus may be brought 
squarely before the eenate this week 
by a motion to postpone the bill in- 
definitely, are much, excited and have

GRADE CROSSING BILL 
DEFEATED IN SENATE 


Numerous Amendments 
Offered and Measure 
Meets With Little Sup- 
port in Upper House. 


Senators Boykin and Walker an- 
nounced Monday that they will intro- 
duce in the senate Tuesday a bill 
to abolish the office of attorney for 
the state railroad commission. A 
similar bill is pending in the house. 

The bill of the two members will 
provide that the attorney-general shall 
discharge the duties heretofore per- 
formed by the attorney for the rail- 
road commission. 

Mr. Boykin stated that the law of 
Georgia réquires at least one member 
of the railroad commission to be an 
attorney and that at present there 
are two lawyers on the commission. 
In view of the attorney membership 
on the committee, said Mr. Boykin, 
he believed the office of special at- 
torney is useless. 

Grading Bill Defeated. 

Defeat of Senator Snow’s grade 
crossing bill featured the session of 


bonus advo-. 


the senate Monday. The senator stated 
that he introduced it at the reguest 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers, whose members’ said they 
were sick and tired of killing people 
at grade crossings, 

The measure was hotly attacked by 
merfbers opposing its passage as a 
proposed law to relieve the railroad 
companies from liability in case of 
accident. The bill provided that mo- 
torists approaching a rail crossing 
must bring their automobiles to a full 
stop 50 feet from the railway tracks. 

WVirgorous attacks were made upon 
the measure by Senators Wohlwender, 
Pope, Kimzey, Nix and others. 

In a spirit of levity two members 
offered amendments which brought a 
big laugh from the senators. 

Senator Bond, of the 30th, amended 
the bill to provffle that “each driver 
shall not only stop, but shall walk 
up and down the track one mile each 
way to see if any train is approach- 
ing and to listen for at least 15 
minutes for any sound of an ap- 
proaching train, and that all members 
of the bovine family be required to 
stop and moo twice before crossing 
any railroad track.” 

Jones Amendment. 

Senator Johns, of the 27th, amended 
the measure further providing that 
“if the company shall erect at the 
several crossings lookout posts 100 
feet high, with ladders reaching to 
the crow’s nest, the driver of the car 
need not walk up and down the track 
to lookand listen, but may instead 
climb to the top of the lookout post 
and look in all directions; in which 
case he shall not be guilty of any 
crime.” 

Senator Nix declared that while 
the amendments were foolish they had 
as much merit as the original bill, 
and he urged that it be killed. 

As reported back by the railroad 


‘committee the bill was amended at 


the suggestion of Attorney Robert 
Alston, railroad representative, to pro- 
vide that in the event a motorist failed 
to stop in observance of the law, this 


fact would in nowise relieve the rail- 
road company from liability for dam- 


age.

Senator W. J. Harris Will

Enlargement of the Atlanta post- 
office building to twice its present 
size will be sought at the next session 
of congress, according to announce- 
ment in Atlanta; Monday, by Senator 
William J. Harris.

“When I was secretary to the late 
Senator Clay, he got a bill through 
the senate to build the present federal 
building,” Senator Harris said.-+ “The

ments now housed in rhe postoffice 
building, and to provide adequate of- 
fice space for future expansion and 
enlargement of various departments, a 
building double the size of the present 
structure will not be too large.

With an effective cloture rule or 
“gag rule’ working in the house, it 
was predicted that the house filibus- 
ter on the tax equalization repeal 
bill will not be sustained as long as 
the recent filibuster in the senate 
over the same measure. On a test 


{vote Monday the supporters of the 


repeal measure won by a vote of 82 to 
59, and it is freely predicted that the 
repealers will win in the house if they 
can get the measure to a mote. 

The senate resolution passed last 
week calling on the capitol removal 
organizations of Atlanta and Macon 
to submit their expense accounts was 
introduced last year by Senator Las- 
siter and others. It was placed on 
the table last year, but a few days 
ago Senator Lassiter called it up in 
the senate, and it was passed. It 
was sent over to the house, and will 
come up Tuesday under the hes of 
senate business unless some move is 
made to continue it. 

Says Macon Is Ready. 

John W. Hammond, Atlanta news- 
paper man, who has been one of the 
leaders of Macon’s fight for the cap- 
itol, declared Monday the Macon or- 
ganization is ready to submit its ex- 
pense account if the senate resolution 
is adopted by the house. 

“A careful record has been kept of 
every cent spent by the Macon asso- 
ciation,” Mr. Hammond said. “We 
are ready to come before the legisla- 
ture and submit a complete certified 
copy of all expenditures. for all pur- 
poses and to give a list of the names 
of those receiving such funds.”

The fight over the tax equalization 
Jaw may tie up .ne legislature for 
several days if the leaders of the 
filibuster succeed in breaking down 
the “gag rule” established Monday 
limiting debtae on the measure.

The move for new unions 
to take the place of the striking shop 
crafts was initiated by L. F. Loree,

The eastern roads, according to 
Mr. Loree, plan to take advantage 
of rulitigs by the labor board by or- 
ganizing new shopmen in such a way 
that each system will have its own 
union and will be able to negotiate 
separately with its men. 

For Separate Peace. 

Parleys for a separate peace, due 
tomorrow at Baltimore between rep- 
resentatives of the striking shopmen 
and the Baltimore and Ohio railroad 
attracted considerable attention in 
union circles, but strike leaders re- 
fused to make any comment. 

The efforts of W. L. MeMenimen,

STRIKERS WARNED 
AGAINST VIOLENCE 


Reverence for Law and 
Order Urged by Gov-

Speaks to Strikers. 


Strikers Enjoined. 

Jacksonville, Fla., July 24.— 
Striking shop craftsmen named in 
recent temporary injunction grant- 
ed by Federal Judge H. D. Clay- 
ton to the Florida East Coast 
railroad, refused to contest the 
order when it came up for hear- 
ing today. Judge Clayton enter- 
ed an interlocutory injunction to 
take the place of the order which 
restrains strikers from _ interfer- 
ing with the company’s property, 
employees or prospective em- 
ployees. 

The injunction applies to the 
entire system of the East Coast. 
The strikers were not represented 
in court by counsel today but ex- 
plained their position through their 
spokesman, R. D. Roberts. 

“All we desire is the protection’ 
of our constitutional rights,” 
Roberts said. “It is the intention 
of the striking shop forces to con- 
duct their strike in an _ orderly 
and peaceful manner and not to 
appear arbitrary to the law of the 
land in any respect.”

Production Essential. 

The big thing now, officialg say, 
is obtaining and distributing eoal. 
Through maximum operation of non- 
union mines—possible only by having 
adequate cars for transporting «the 
fuel—and by working of strip or sur- 
face mines, if necessary, officials say 
the immediate need of the railroads 
and big industries ean be met.

Virtual Dictator. 


Hoover, under the plan, becomes 
a virtual fuel dictator during the 
emergency. He can and will imme- 
diately obtain from the non-union 
operators all necessary information as 
to possible production and car needs 
and will be constantly in touch with 
the railroads 
and other industries. As situations 
require he will advise the interstate 
ecommerce commission as to any 
modifications or additions in special 
rules handed down by the commis- 
sion to meet these sitfiations. He 
will be the one to determine what 
eonstitutes a fair price for fuel at 
the mines and his will be the author- 
ity to serve or cut off car supplies 
at the different mines, according as 
to whether the operators co-operate 
with him on a fair rice basis or 
attempt t  profiteer. 

_In passing legal opinion on Hoov. 
er’s proposal, Daugherty revealed the 
administration’s concern over the dan- 
gers confronting the nation through 
the waning fuel harvest. Numerous 
industries “threatened with paralysis,”’ 
cities “left in darkness”. because of 
suspended lighting plants; “misery, 
suffering, distress and even famine 
and death” took their part in the pic- 
ture Daugherty painted of the out- 


look. 
Plan Ruled Legal. 
Facing this. situation, Daugherty 
ruled, in a letter to Hoover, that, “in 
my opinion the plan is entirely legal. 
“TIT fail to see wherein anv law of 
congress will be violated. ‘The inter- 
ests of the public are deserving of 
paramount consideration, and I have 
no misgivings in giving it my unquali- 
fied approval. 


‘Moreover, YT feel convinced 


full and :.nple authority exists for its 
adoption and effective enforcement. If 
the interstate commerce commission 
finds the existence of an emergency 
such as you describe, that body has 
ample and unquestioned authority to 
provide such rules and regulations as 
will enable the pla. you suggest to 
be carried into operation. 


Purpose of Plan. 

“In concluding 1 want to say that 
I have no hesitancy in advising you 
that in my opinion where and whep 
an emergency exists on account of the 
shortage of coal for use in interstate 
commerce and in the transportation of 
the mails and when the price of coal 
for such »urposes and for the genera} 
necessities of the people has been un- 
justifiably and unbearably increased 
by operators who produce a_ large 
supply, associations such as your plan 
contemplates to act with and under 
governmental agencies to meet the 
existing emergency, more equitably to 
distribute val, and to prevent extor- 
tion in the price thereof while act- 
ing with and under governmenta) 
agencies for th. purposes aforesaid, 
are legal and do not violate any pro- 
vision of the so-called Sherman anti- 
trust law or any other federal law. 

“In carrying out scch plan for the 
sole purpose you propose all persons, 
firms, or corporations chosen by gov 
ernmental agencies to assist you, as 
long as they act in good faith to carry 
out such plan with and under gov- 
ernmental agencies and not otherwise, 
will violate no law of the United 
States.” 

Hoover Describes Plan. 

It will take some little time to get 
the Hoover proposal in definite shape 
and finally agreed to by all the parties 
affected. Hoover, Monday evening, 
issued the following statement, to- 
gether with a summary of his plan:

“During the day discussions have 
been conducted under the chairman-

ship of the secretary of commerce, in 
collaboration with CommissionerAtehi- 
son, of the interstate commerce com- 
mission; Mr. Esterline, of the depart- 
ment of justice; Director Smith, of 
the g@ological survey, and Actihg Di- 
rector Holbrook, of the bureau of 
mines for the department of the in- 
terior; the representatives of the coal 
operators; Mr. Gorman, of the Amer- 
ican Railway association, and Mr. 
Davis, director general of railroads. 
Mr. Bockus was elected chairman of 
the operators’ committee.” 

Here is the tentative plan now un- 
der discussion which will be submitted 
back to Daugherty for final approval 
and to all parties concerned in its ad- 
ministration: 

Plan in Detail. 

“1. A committee in Washington, to 
be appointed by the president,#of rep- 
resentatives of the department of com- 
merce, the interstate commerce com- 
mission, the department of justice and 
the department of the interior, to be 
designated the presidential commit- 
tee. This committee to have general 
supervision of the measures to be 
taken hereunder and to authorize the 
execution of such of these measures 
as may be necessary from time to 
time. 

“2. The administrative committee, 
| corprising representatives of the pres- 
idential committee together with rep- 
resentatives of operators, representa- 
tives of the railways, and, where 
necessary, representatives of the 
larger consuming groups. 

“3. The presidential committee will 
| establish a representative in each coal

“6. The governmental representa- 
tives in the districts with the co- 
operation of the district committees 
shall advise the agencies of the inter- 
state commerce commission as to local” 
car movement to effect the purposes 
of this plan. 

“7. The operators will proceed with 
their usual business until they are 
affected by preference orders. 

Allotment of Cars. 

“8. It is expected that the district 
committees under authority of the 
presidential committee will recom- 
mend the allotment of cars on the 
basis of those who conform to the 
fair prices to be agreed upon with 
the presidential committee. 

“9. When the operators demand, 
then suitable guarantees shall be 
given for payment by persons buying 
under priority orders. 

“10. The railroads will be requested 
to appoint a representative to deal 
with purchases of railway fuel. 

“11. The basis of prices agreed upon 
between the operators and the secre- 
tary of commerce on June 1 are to be 
maintained, except where varied by 
the presidential committee, and this 
same basis of price determination 
shall be applied to all districts which 
are so far not co-operating.” 

The whole of the above, Hoover ex- 
plained, is tentative, pending further | 
consideration by the interstate com-, 
merce commission, the department of : 
justice, department of interior and the 
department of commerce. |

Thie letter has been sent to every 
employee, white and colored, who is 
now on strike, aceording to S. T. 
Grimshaw, assistant general manager 
of the road. The communication 
reads as follows: 

“Believing you bave had time to 
carefully weigh the matter, and that 
you realize you have no dispute with 
this company, we hereby invite you to 
return to your position at the shop 
on July 26, 1922. Those who do 
not report for duty will be considered 
out of service and forfeit all senior- 
ity rights. 

“Yours very truly, 
“S. T. GRIMSHAW, 
“Assistant general manager.” 

The employment of five men by the 
Dublin and Savannah rail- 
road, who gave bond and were sworn 
in as deputy sheriffs, was a late de- 
velopment in the strike situation Mon- 
day. Seven more men were hired 
by the company but will be only spe- 
cial agents to guard their property. 

R. T. Chapel, chairman of the shop- 
crafts, said there was no change in 
the situation so far as the strikers 
were concerned. A long meeting was 
held at the new city auditorium 
Monday morning and the negro mem- 
bers of the strikers entertained with 
songs. Unofficial picketing is gv- 
ing on both day and night around ‘he 
shops. Extra police are being ma-‘u- 
tained about the shops. 


WARE STILL QUIET 
WITH TROOPS ON DUTY. 

Waycross, Ga., July 24.—(Special.) 
Saturday night and Sunday 
a continuance of quiet in Waycross 
and Wareé# county. 

Both the city and county police 
departments report no new disorder 
and no signs of disorder. The troops 
are in camp where. they have been 
ever since their arrival in the city. 

Three arrests in connection with 
the disorders in this city last week 
were the outstanding developments of 
the day. J. W. Mitchell, Wilbur High- 
smith, R. P. Eason, all white, were 
arrested on assault and battery 
charges. All three gave bond and 
were released shortly after their ar- 
rest. 

Mitchell and Highsmith were 
charged with assault and battery upon 
John EK. Furgerson, a white boy, now 
employed in the Atlantic Coast Line 
shops. Furgerson is alleged to have 
been taken to Waresboro and after 
being beaten released. 

Two cases were entered against R. 
P, Eason, charging him with ussault 
and batetry upon the persons of Leon 
Pafford and Warren James, whose 
homes are in the Manor district. All 
three of the attacks are alleged to 
have taken place un last Monday. 

Judge Jerome Orawley, in record 
er’s court this morning, bore down 
on violators of city ordinances. Two 
fines were made on the charge of 
cursing on the streets. One of these 
was a striker on picket duty who is 
alleged to have cursed a strike-breaker 
entering the yards of the Atlantic 
Coast Lipe yesterday. 

At no time since their arrival in 
Waycross have the troops patrolled 
the streets. The streets Saturday aft- 
ernoon and evening had the usual 
number of shoppers and the people 
could not have told that a strike was 
in process. 

Sunday many of the troops attended 
church services in a body, and in the 
afternoon at 6 o’clock services were 
held at the camp, at Mary Street park. 
Many of the ministers of the city 
were present and also quite a number 
of Waycross people. Dr. W. H. Rich, 
pastor of the First Baptist church, 
and Evangelist Harrel conducted the 
services. 

EXPECT NEW MOVE 
BY ADMINISTRATION. 

Washington, July 24.—(By the As- 
the sur- 
face concrete developments in the rail- 
road strike were lacking in Washing- 
ton today, the impression gained in 
official circles was that the situation 
was being rapidly “shaken down” to 
a point where a new move by the ad- 


‘ministration could be expected. 


Cabinet members’ declared’ that 
President Harding was in personal 
charge of the question and believed 
that the cabinet would be called on 
to consider it at the regular session 
tomorrow. 

Further evidence was obtained that 
some of the chief executive advisers 
have urged that the government can- 
not permit the breakdown of the 
transportation system to go any fur- 
ther, while waiting for the railroad 
managements and shopmen to dispose 
of their differences. 

Hurting Business. 

Official reports have been received, 
it is known, giving details of the ex- 
tent to which the strike has been re- 
sponsible for the almost total “blank- 
eting’ of the healthy business revival 
in the United States, and while in- 
stances of direct interference with 
the United States mails have recently 
been conspicuously absent, postal in- 
spectors today recorded the further 
annulment of important mail trains. 

Some administration advisers who 
favor a drastic move by the govern- 
ment are known to hold the view 
that President Harding should de- 
mand that the railroad executives 
make every effort to restore interstate 
cemmerce, especially to the extent 
of abandoning their stand on the sen- 
iority issue—said to be the crux of 
the whole strike question—whereupon 
the disputants would he expected to 
come together on the matter of a fair 
living wage for railroad employees, 
conceded to be the remaining import- 
ant issue, 

If the railroad executives refused, 
it was declared, the president, satis- 
fied he has full authority to maintain 
interstate commerce and the mail 
service, could operate the railroads. 

Has Authority. 

The president, it is understood, has 
been assured by his advisers that his 
authority for decisive action, without 
recourse to congress, is without ques- 
tion. He could request the strikers 
to return to work under the govern- 
ment operation at the old wage scale 
and with seniority rights restored. If 
this failed, then federal troops could 


be called on to assure operation of 
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brought) 


the trains. 

The first course, the president rs 
understood to believe, would be ac 
ceptable to the strikers, who would 
see in it the capitulation of the rail- 
road executives, and a victory won for 
labor. The chief contention of the 
strikers, it was said, has developed 
into a fight for seniority, with the 
wage dispute becoming subordinate. 

There is little disposition in govern- 
ment circles to consider meeting the 
emergency by actually putting the 
lines under government operation. 


AUGUSTA 
MEETING. 

Augusta, Ga., July 24.—(Specia!.) 
There was an orderly demonstration 
here tonight of the striking railway 
shopmen. They formed at Labor hall, 
and led by a brass band, proceeded to 
the courthouse, from the Telfair 
street steps of which they were ad- 
dressed by Charles T. Nicholson, of 
the general executive board of the In- 
ternational Association of Machinists, 
The speaker was introduced by C. 
Vernon Elliott, member of city coun- 
cil. There were 1,200 men in the au- 
dience, three-fourths of whom are 
strikers. 

Nicholson scored Governor Hard- 
wick for sending troops to Waycross.

He has compiled a table showing that 
should an ex-service man negotiate 
a loan on his certificate for $500 at 
a bank an‘l hypothecate his certifi- 
cate as security, when it is redeemed 
by the government, it will cost $1,300. 

The Nebraska senator points out 
that while under the plan the govern- 
ment will be forced to pay from 6 to 
S per cent interest on the loan the 
treasury can only realize a much low- 
er rate of interest on its loans. He 
thinks a plan should be worked out 
by which the government would not 
be obliged to pay such an exorbitant 
rate of interest on.loans made on the 
certificates which are forfeited. 

Should the McCumber bill come be- 
fore the senate, the Nebraska senator 
wili have an important amendment to 
offer to the loan provision to remedy 
the defect mentioned.

Features of Day. 

The Auditorium mass-meeting,

here Monday. The hearing began 
shortly after 10 o'clock after Judge S.

Upshaw’s Position. 
Congressman Upshaw said he had 
cancelled g remunerative lecture en- 


gagement in South Carolina in order 
to be present at the meeting. He 
agreed with the strikers that their 
seniority rights should not* be taken 
from them and that they should be 
paid extra compensation for overtime 
and Sunday work. 

At the opening of his address, Cor- 
ley, the international representative, 
read a decision rendered by Federal 
Judge Page, of Chicago, who held that 
although congress had conferred upon 
the rail labor board the right to ren- 
der’ decisions in wage disputes, the 
decisions were merely advisory with 
no provisions for enforcement except 
the persuasive power of public opin- 
ion. 

Corley also read excerpts of ad- 
dresses made on the senate floor dur- 
ing a discussion of the transporta- 
tion act prior tu its passage by sen- 
ators who declared that the bill did 
not iv the right to strike. He 
contended that the strikers had not 
violated the transportation act. 

“Wages Insignificant.” 

“The question of wages is of in- 
significant consequences,” he_ said. 
‘“"‘The question involved is of the very 
principles for which we organized— 
seniority rights and a_ penalty for 
overtime. No power thfs side of God 
Almighty can defeat this strike ex- 
cept the strikers themselves who weak- 
en and go back to work at the dicta- 
tion of the railroad executives. 

“If in time it becomes necessary, 
I don’t believe there is an engineer 
in the country who would run his 


down in battle. Our forefathers died 
in a good cause, and, if need be, labor 
will die in a good cause. Labor is 
in a death struggle.” 

The speaker warned the _ strikers 
against “emissaries,’ whom, he said, 
would be sent among them by the 
roads for the purpose of spreading 
discontent. He urged them to en- 
courage each other by determining 
to stay out until the finish. 


STRIKE LEADERS DEFEND 
WORK OF THEIR PICKETS. 

Leaders in the local strike of rail- 
road shopmen do not sanction force- 
fvl picketing methods or any viola- 
tion of law in connectic with the 
walkout, according to testimony in 
federal court Monday by William 
Turner, chairman of the Jaw and or- 
der committee appointed by the 
executive boards of the six local rail- 
road shopcrafts involved in the strike. 

Turner was one of several wit- 
nesses who testified for the strikers 
at the opening session of the hearing 
on the petition filed last Friday by 
the Western & Atlantic, the N., C. & 
St. L., and the Seaboard Air Line 
railroads, who asked that the strik- 
ers be enjoined from employing force- 
ful picketing methods. ‘The hearing 
adjourned at 2 o'clock Monday aft- 
ernoon until 10. o’clock ‘Tuesday 
morning, when additional witnesses 
will be placed on the stand. 

“No Violence Countenanced.” 

Turner testified that as chairman 
of the law and order committee he 
visits all ;ickets in the city two and 
and three times a week, and _ that 
some of them are visited daily. At 
all times he has instructed them to 
maintain a very peaceful attitude. 
No violence is countenanced by the 
shoperaft organizations, he said. 

Other witnesses for the _ strikers 
Monday were T. L. Slappey, record- 
ing secretary for Atlanta Lodge No. 
1, International Association of Ma- 
chinists: Sam Shockley, a member of 
the sheet metal workers’ union; C. 
B. Householder, chairman of the 
local system of federated shop¢rafts; 
and A. B. Toney. Their testimony 
was similar in nature to that given 
by Turner. 

Upon opening of the hearing Mon- 
day morning, Judge Samuel H. Sib- 
ley overruled a motion by Attorney 
Hooper Alexander,, representing the 
strikers, to postpone the hearing on 
the ground that his side had not been 
given sufficient notice. 

Attorney Alexander contended that 
the question involved did not consti- 
tute an emergency which required im- 
mediate action by the court. Attor- 
ney John Tye, representing the N., 
Cc. & St. L.. and the W. & A. rail- 
roads, differed with him, _ stating 
that the issue required immediate 
attention. 

Strikers Lose Point. 

Attorney Tye said that instances

THE LAW AND THE LASH. 

According to an announcement by 
Representative Jones Perryman, 
chairman of the house penitentiary 
committee, legislation to “place re- 
strictions on the use of the lash” in 
Georgia penal institutions is in 
course of preparation for introduc- 
tion at an early date. 

The proposed bill, it is said, con- 

templates many sweeping changes 
in the details of administration of 
the state penal system, all of them, 
perhaps, being commendable; but 
the corporal punishment clause, as 
outlined in advance by Mr. Perry- 
man, falls short of the require- 
ments. 
_ It provides, according to the pub- 
Hshed summary of the bill— 
“that there shall at no time be in- 
flicted any corporal punishment 
until after direct infractions of 
prison rules and at no time without 
first having gotten the approval of 
the state warden, and in all cases a 
specific record shall be kept of each 
case, with full reasons given, and 
this shall be open to public inspec- 
tion during business hours, at the 
warden’s office.” 

; That would leave the situation, so 
fir as the law is concerned, little 
better than it is now. 

The present law permits whipping 
of prisoners “only as a last re- 
sort,” and under restrictions in- 
tended adequately to safeguard 
against the infliction of “cruel and 
inhuman treatment.” 

But the intent, if not, indeed, the 
very letter of the law, is repeatedly 
being disregarded and overstepped 
by wardens and whipping bosses 
who are dominated by brutal in- 
stincts. 

‘Where the prison commission 
rules, framed in keeping with the 
law, provide, for instance, that no 
more than ‘ten licks” shall be ad- 
ministered, and “under no circum- 
stances on the naked skin,” the en- 
raged whipping boss, having his 
man securely in his power, fre- 
quently lays on the “ten licks” as 

mnishment for one specific infrac- 
tion, followed by ten more, then ten 
more, etc., the individual chastise- 
ment being repeated three, five or 
aB’ many as seven times, in some in- 
stances, until the anger of the flog- 
ger is appeased, or until it becomes 
apparent that the helpless victim 
can endure no more and live! 

“The letter of the law, however, is 
not violated, the prison authorities 
argue in defense of the fiendjsh 
practice, and so long as the flesh of 
the victim is covered even with a 
thickness of blood-soaked muslin 
during the period of chastisement, 
the lash is not applied “on the 
naked skin,” hence not in violation 
of the law. 

What the legislature should do, 
and what the decent, humane, 
Christian public sentiment of Geor- 
gia wants the legislature to do, is 
to abolish the practice of flogging 
altogether! 

The very fact that our laws even 
recognize it as being permissible— 
to say nothing of their condoning it 
—is a disgrace to the good name of

are now in the making in the pub- 
lic schools of West Virginia. The 
school children of that state are 
being taught the elements of bank- 
ing and business through practical 
thrift. Banking has been made an 
important feature of the grammar 
and high school curriculums. It is 
not simply a case of teacher-talk 
and blackboard calculation: It is a 
plan whereby every school child in 
the state, rich or poor, may become 
tha possessor of a real bank ac- 
count, 


West Virginia is the first and, 
so far, the only state to introduce a 
workable savings bank plan in her 
public schools. Six months’ trial 
has proven its wonderful success. 
Thousands of school children who 
used to rush with every nickel to 
the nearest candy shop, are now 
building bank accounts; for, the 
plan makes possible savings accu- 
mulation in so small an amount as 
five cents. Its simplicity recom- 
mends it; and other states will, 
undoubtedly, soon adopt it. 

Briefly stated, the details of the 
West Virginia plan, installed under 
authority of the state board of edu- 
cation, are these: Each school child 
is furnished with a book of ten 
pages; each page holds twenty 
stamps valued at five cents each; 
teachers supply the stamps at that 
price; with $1 worth of stamps 
pasted up, the pupil takes the page 
to his bank, indorses it on the back, 
and has a credit of the amount en- 
tered in his pass book. Only three 
to five minutes are consumed daily 
in each classroom in this practical 
instruction in business and finance. 
The teacher deposits her receipts, 
through the school principal, in one 
selected bank; the children may 
carry their accounts in any bank 
they choose, as the clearance plan 
is simple. 

At certain times long lines of 
school children may be seen at the 
savings windows of banks in 120 
West Virginia towns and cities, 
making their dollar deposits. Keen 


—brings into growing savings ac- 
counts thousands of nickels that 


‘once were squandered in childish 


luxury and extravagance. Loans 
are made the children for good pur- 
poses, by the same methods and 
upon the same principles as are 
employed in general business. Girls 
or boys may borrow, if they wish, 
to invest in materials which they 
work into finished products and 
sell to increase their savings. Sav- 
ing is, of course, optional; there is 
no coercion beyond the teacher's 
advice and the spirit of emulation. 
Although the school savings plan 
in actual practice has had but a 
six-months trial, West Virginia 
school children have already saved 
thousands of dollars; and school 
authorities are enthusiastic over its 
success. In one city with 10,000 
school children, more than 9,000 
have bank accounts. This is an ex- 
ceptional record, but others are 
coming along in proportion. The 
plan has the warm approval and 
support of the West Virginia bank- 
ers. : 

But what is far more valuable 
than the bank account, is the spirit 
of thrift and the business knowl- 
edge and instinct, which each pupil 
carries away from school. It is 
foundation-laying for lives of use- 
fulness and success. 

Teaching thrift in America is no 
new thing. It was preached in 
“Poor Richard’s Almanac” a cen- 
tury and a quarter ago. The teach- 
ing was long chiefly advisory and 
suggestive. It was slow in accom- 
plishing results. 
of the savings spirit has required 
other factors than mere suggestion.

Director-General J. A. Rountree, 
of the United States Good loads as- 
sociation, spent Monday conferring 
with local good roads advocates, legis- 
lators and road officials in the inter- 
est of good roads with special refer- 
ence to the Bankhead National high- 
way from Washington, D. C., to San 
Diego, Cal. Mr. Rountree has just 
completed a speaking tour in South 
Carolina, where he was aiding in ar- 
rangements for the eleventh annual 
convention of the United States Good 
Roads association which will be in 
Greenville, 8S. C., in 1923. 

Mr. Rountree says that about 90 
per cent of the proposed highway 
which will link Washington with San 
Diego, passing through most of the 
important industrial centers of the 
south, has been built or is under con- 
struction. He is highly enthusiastic 
over the work being done in South 
Carolina and Georgia. He states that 
Atlanta has very bright prospects in 
securing the convention for 1924. 

The Bankhead highway was start- 
ed in 1920, stated Mr. Rountree, when 
it was brought to the attention of the 
government that 90 per cent of the 
proposed route was used extensively 
by rural mail earriers, and that 24 
great government cantonments were 
situated along it.

That’s a very painful, but a very. 
important question. 

In 1921 the general assembly au- 
thorized the discounting of the rentals 
on the W. & A. railroad for five years 
to pay the accumulated obligations to 
the pensioners—among whom there are 
a few millionaires—and to meet some 
other pressing deficits. 

The rentals from this property, 
which is—or was, until practically 
mortgaged—owned in fee by the state 
of Georgia, amounted to $550,000 a 
year, which sum was of considerable 
help each year to a treasury usually 
as hungry as a young mocking bird. 

The state, therefore, upon the so- 
licitation of Governor Hardwick, and 
by virtue of legislative authority, 
cashed in $2,750,000 gross from this 
source, virtually giving therefor a first 
lien on its most valuable private prop- 
erty, and accepting a pile of cash and 
a most beautifully engrossed pawn 
ticket. 

And the money has been spent! 

Part of it went to paying pensions, 
all right, 4s intended, but all of the 
pension obligations were not paid by 
a long shot, the major part of the 
“three ball” money going for other 
things. 

Anyway, it was all spent, and hon- 
estly spent. There is no question 
about that. 

The proposition now is—can we find 
something else to pawn? 

We are worse off on the pension bus- 
iness than we were a year ago. 

I'll show you that by figures right 
out of Commissioner Lindsay's office 
in a moment, 

We have no more railroad rentals to 
‘hock ;” and despite the fact we are 
raising a million dollars a year out 
of gasoline sales, a tax burden of 1921 
that touches every farm-home in Geor- 
gia, we are not only deeper in the 
pension hole than we were a year ago, 
but the darn hole is getting so deep 
there is danger of a general cave-in.

There has not been appropriated 
for pension’s as yet, $1,451,200, for 
1922, long since due, against which 
there is a treasury balance of $254,- 
000, leaving a deficit to meet overdue 
pensions that must be incurred by this 
legislature, of $1,197,000— 

The legislature has already appro- 
priated $1,250,000 for 1923 pensions,

And that even this sum, when the 
money is provided, if it ever is, will 
leave a pension deficit of $1,843,950,

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JUDGE WILLIAM ROANE 
OF MISSISSIPPI, DIES 


Telegrams received in Atlanta on 
Monday told of the death of Judge 
William A. Roane at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. Baird, at Colorado 
Springs, Colo. 

At the time of his death, Judge 
Roane was judge of the circut court 
of Mississippi, and was resting from 
over-work performed in the discharge 
ef the duties of his office. 

Perhaps no member of the bench 
bad more generally endeared himself 
to the bar and the people of Mississip- 
pi than this distinguished jurist, who 
had been many times honored by 
election to various judicial positions, 
and who had declined other political 
honors which had been offered him.

CHANGE IN BANKING 
LAW RECOMMENDED 


In session Monday afternoon the 
senate committee on banks and bank- 
ing reported favorably a bill by Sen- 
ator Manson removing $2,000,000 as 
the limit to which trust companies in 
Georgia may now issue capital stock. 
If the bill passes it will permit trust 
companies to issue capital stock to 
unlimited amounts. The committee 
also approved a house bill providing 
for a state depository at Waynesboro. 

The committee on public roads Mon- 
day afternoon reported favorably a 
bill by Senator Wall, of the 5th, which 
will permit automobile owners who 
have made application to the secre- 
tary of state for a new tag to op- 
erate their vehicles for 15 days with- 
out license plate attached, if they 
have in their possession a _ postoffice 
money order or express money order 
receipt for the purchase of a tag. 

Under the present law dealers can 
purchase only five tags. Senator Snow, 
a member of the committee, offered 
an amendment which was accepted per- 
mitting dealers to buy as many tags 
as they desire at a price of $10 for 
each tag.

Five youthful feminine faces stood 
before Recorder George E. Johnson 
Monday afternoon, and _ smilingly 
heard Special Officer Mrs. Hayes, 
who is matron at the city stockade, 
relate the details concerning their al- 
leged attempt to escape from that in- 
stitution last Saturday, and of their 
re-capture.

NOW HAIL THE CLAM FOR 
TOOTHSOMENESS! 


Clams are usable in so many Ways 
that it is little wonder they are a fa- 
vorite midsummer delicacy. Every 
shore-<linner place has some clam 
specialty, and so have many of the 
big city hotels that, in these days of 
motor travel, are more and more con- 
sidered in the light of summer resorts. 
And the home cook can easily prepare - 
clams in numberless toothsome ways, 
Here are some suggestions: 

Clam Mousse—To make a quart of 
the mousse you will require three or 
four dozen clams, according to size. 
Put them into a kettle with about a 
pint of cold water and cook until the 
shells open. Remove the clams, strain 
the liquor through a cloth and meas- 
ure. To two and two-thirds cups claim 
juice allow one and one-third cups 
whipped cream; put the clam liquor 
in a freezer, season with celery salt to 
taste, and freeze to a mushlike con- 
sistency; stir in the whipped cream. 
freeze five minutes longer, then serve 
or pack in ice and salt until needed. 

Clam Chowder—Butter a deep tin 
basin, strew it thickly with grated 
breadcrumbs, or soaked crackers: 
sprinkle some pepper over and bits of 
butter the size of a hickory nut, and, 
if liked, some finely chopped parsley ; 
then put a double layer of clams, sea- 
son with pepper, puts bits of butter 
over, then another laver of soaked 
crackers; after that clams and bits of 
butter; sprinkle pepper over; add a 
cup of milk or water, and lastly .a 
layer of soaked crackers. Turn a plate 
over the basin, and bake in a hot oven 
for three-quarters of an hour: use half 
a pound of soda biscuit, and quarter 
of a pound of butter with fifty clams. 

Clam Bisque—One-quarter teaspoon 
extragt of beef: twelve clams; two 
tablespoons of butter; two cups of 
milk; one slice of onion; one table- 
spoon of flour; two cups of water: 
salt and pepper to taste. Chop the 
clams fine ‘and drain, saving the 
liquor. Brown the onion in one table- 
spoon of butter, add to the clam liquor. 
bring to a boil. skim and strain. Add 
the clams to the strained liquor and 
the extract dissolved in the water. 
Return to the fire and simmer five 
minutes. Scald the milk rub the but- 
ter and flour together until smooth. 
add the milk and cook until it thickens. 
Season the clams and the broth care- 
fully, and when ready to serve, add 
the milk. Serve at once.

WHEATMAKESDROP 
10 LOWEST LEVELS 


Chicago, July 24.—With the new 
Winter crop being offered in great 
volume and with speculative buying 
nearly non-existent, wheat underwent 
a decided fall in yalue today, Septem- 
ber and December touching the lowest 
prices yet this season. The market 
closed uysettled at 1 to 3 3-4e net 
decline, September $1.07 1-4 to 1.07 3-8 
and December $1.09 3-8 to $1.09 1-2. 
Corn lost 1-4 to 1 1-Se and oatg 1-8 
1-4 to 3-4c. In previsions, the 
outcome varied from a setback of 17¢ 
to a shade advance. 

Primary receipts of wheat today 
totaling 3,489,000 bushels, appeared to 
be too much of a burden for the 
merchandising trade to carry readily 
without assistancel The liberal de- 
mand from export interests was far 
from being sufficient to offset hedging 
pressure, Enough buying on the part 
of shorts developed, however, to help 
cause a fair recovery from the day's 
lowest prices. 

Export purchasing of wheat was 
estimated at 1,000,000 bushels. On 
the other hand, arrivals of wheat in 
Chicago today amounted to 660 car. 
loads, Kansas City had 931 and Oma- 
ha 474, all showing large’ increases 
over arrivals a week ago. 

Corn and oats also were depressed 
by large receipts, and like wheat, de- 
scended to new low record prices for 
the season.

Payment Adequate. 

Quoting from Mr. Palmer's report, 
on enemy alien property, Senator Un- 
derwood said that the $250,000 paid 
by the Chemieal Foundation in secur- 
ing rights to the 5,000 German chem- 
ical patents was “adequate” when the 
government's right to use the patents 
was considered. 

“This report,” said Mr. Underwood, 
“effectually disposes of the charge 
that there was a fraudulent conspir- 
ucy on the part of those in the alien 
property custodian’s office who erect- 
ed the Chemical Foundation and sold 
these patents to it. 

The charge has been repeatedly 
!made that Mr. Garvan as alien prop- 
erty custodian sold these patents to 
himself as president of the Chemical 
Foundation. The entire plan was de- 
vised and perfected before Mr. Garvan 
became alien property custodian or 
had any thought of being appointed 
to that office—the entire plan was 
devised and perfected while Mr. Palm- 
er was alien property custodian.” 

Conspiracies Not Reported. 

Stating that formal, official state- 
ments of the Chemical Foundation 
plan were made in advance, Senator 
Underwood continued: 

“Conspiracies to defraud the gov- 
ernment ees: not committed in the 
open light of day. Conspiracies to 
defraud the government are never re- 
ported to congress by the conspirators 
in advance. 

“Now, President Harding has di- 
rected the present alien property cus- 
todian to demand a return of these 
patents from the Chemical Foundation 
to the government. ‘The _ president 
has committed himself to the doc- 
trine that this sale wus a violation of 
a trust. This is a mistaken orgy 
of the law entitled to the property 
vested absolutely in the government 
and thé alien property custodian was 
not the trustee for the German own- 
ers.” 

German interests, Senator Under- 
wood said, were seeking to have the 
latter construction sustained, If this 
was done, Senator Underwood said, it 
would “inevitably mean that the Ger- 
mans will insist that the government 
must return to the ‘trusteeship’ the 
wireless plants and patents and all 
patents on war materials and the 
great LIamburg-American and North 
German Lloyd terminals at New York, 
which were sold for about $7,000,000.

tion for whieh Senator Harris and 
Kkepresentative Park recently secured 
an additional appropriation will be 
located at PVhilema, in Lee county. 
It he place is on the Georgia South- 
western and Gulf railroad fifteen miles 
northeast of Albany. 

IXxperts of the bureau of plant in- 
dustry state that the selection was due 
to the fact that at this particular 
point are found the. ideal conditions 
where experiments ean be made for 
the entire pecan-growing territory of 
the three states specially interested, 
The station will be on a large planta- 
tion belonging to the estates of the 
late S. B. Brown and the late A. W. 
Muse, tender to the government hav- 
ing been made by P. J. Brown, of Al- 
bany. The offer includes free use of 
land, dwellings and other buildings, 
flowing well and mature pecan trees 
for budding experiments, and there is 
no limit to the time the government 
may use all these facilities. 

Senator Harris, who was in Albany 
Saturday, stated that he believed the 
location of a pecan experiment station 
in the Albany district would be of the 
greatest value to this important in- 
dustry, in which more or less pressing 
problems are continually arising.

Albany to Provide 
Free Curb Market 
For Farm Produce 


Albany, Ga., July 24.—(Special.)— 
Curb markets for country produce are 
interesting more and more south Geor- 
gia towns. Albany has been survey- 
ing the,situation and finds great pos- 
sibilities in the curb market and plans 
for putting One into operation at an 
early date are well under way. 

Albany’s plan, which the chamber 
of commerce has been working on and 
to the support of which the Kiwanis 
club has come with enthusiasm, con- 
templates a market that would be 
more of a wholesale than a retail 
clearing house. <As_ outlined’ to the 
Kiwanis club by Virgil Gibson, a 
Dougherty county farmer, a_ plan 
which would bring hundreds of farm- 
ers and large quantities of produce to 
a local market and buyers from many 
points to bid for it, is practical, hav- 
ing been successfully tried out at 
many points in other sections. 

The chamber of commerce has had 
offered to it for use as a market a 
large centrally located lot at the cor- 
‘ner of Washington and Flint streets. 
It is proposed to provide the necessary 
shelter and open the market to farm- 
ers of this and other counties, either 
free or for a very small charge. The 
“fee-free” plan will probably be 
adopted. 

Albany is already a good market for 
country produce, which comes in by 
truck and wagon from a half dozen 
counties, but farmers lose much time 
peddling from door to door or arrang- 
ing for sale to retail dealers. It is 
planned to so operate an open market 
that jobbers and quantity buyers wil! 
meet farmers at certain hours of the 
day and arrange for disposal of truck, 
fruits, poultry, eggs, ete., after classi- 
fication by the official grader, who 
will probably be a city employee. The 
general idea is that in order for a 
market to be successful it will be 
necessary for it to operate under 
municipal control. 

It is believed no time will be wasted 
in putting through the curb market 
project. Albany has never had such 
an institution, and that it is greatiy 
needed has been apparent for some 
time. The local organizations now 
fostering it take the view that it has 
| become indispensable.
